BACKGROUND 

This matter came on for hearing before the Board on September 3, 1981, 
pursuant to an improper practice charge brought by District 1199 against Strafford 
County on July 21, 1981. Essentially, the charge alleges that the County has violated 
the rights granted to District 1199 under RSA Chapter 273-A by failing to treat 
District 1199 as the exclusive bargaining agent for the employees, and speaking 
directly with the employees concerning a raise in wages. 

The County denied the charge, essentially taking the position that its communi­
cations with the employees were limited to telling them that it would seek the 
assent of District 1199 to such a wage increase effective August 1, 1981. 

FINDING OF FACTS 

The facts underlying this dispute are in large part undisputed. On July 20, 
1981, Terry Casey, acting administrator of the County, sent a letter to the representa­
tive of District 1199 requesting its assent to a raise of $.50 per hour for the
